The aunniittoo on Arim»d Sorvicos, to whom was ixdV.nvd the bill 
(H.R, 8187). To amend section (h) (1) of litlevJO, United States 
Code, to remove the retiuirenient that a Jnnior Reserve OfHcer Train- 
in*^ Corps unit at any institution must ha\'o a mininiinn number of 
physically lit male students, havin<^ considered tlic same, report favor- 
abl\' thereon without amendment and recv>mniend that the bill do pass. 

PiT^rosK OF TiiK Bill 

The purpose of the hill is to eliminate the present exclusion of fe- 
males from the minimum number of 100 students necessary to main- 
tain a Junior ROTC unit. 

ExPLAXA'nOX OF TtIK l^ILL 

The history of Junior ROTC dates back to P.)l() ^vhen the National 
Defense Art pro\'i(lcd a junior ctiur'se for non-col le*riatc military 
schools, lijtih .s<-]iooLs ajul otJier preijaraiory schools. The Ai'my im- 
|)leinented the proirrani and by li)(>:^>, student enrollment was just 
uniler (iOJMM) in -J.M Jnnior RO'rC units. The present day program is 
based on Public Law SS-(i47, the ROT{^ Vitalization Act of 1964 
which re(|uii"es the Secivtary of eacli of the Military Departments to 
establish flunior ROTC units, 'i'lie current law prescribes a maximum 
A of 1/200 units to be distiibuted e(iuitably throughout the nation. A 
^ mijiimum of 100 pJiysically-fit mah' sindents, at least 14 years of age 
i and citizens of the Cnitcd States, are necessary for the niaintenance 
^ of a unit. Schools are required to jirovide a(lc([uate facilities for class- 
^ rooms, equipment storatje s]^ace and drill areas, and conduct as a mini- 
O mum, a three-year course of instruction. The services are required to 
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[)i'oviilc luvessMr}' toxis, L»(iui[)nieiit !Ui(l uiiii'orin.s, {iiid to cstal)lisli the 
niininnnn pcrronnaun* sUnuiards i'or their iniils. 

Tiui Junior KOTC iuis a dual purpose — to develop and promote the 
[UM'soiuil t)i)i)gat ions of AnuM'icjMi citizenship and to i)ro\'i(K» an orien- 
tation to our Nntioual DelVnse svsteni. The pro^urani seeks to devi'lo]) 
a sense of responsibility luul sueh [)ei'sontil ([ualities as inte^j^rity, 
loyalty aiul diseipline. It <4'i\'es each stutlent tlie, ui)[)ortunity to ar- 
ipure husic leadersliip knowledire aiul skills that will serve hi/u well 
thr»)n,i»ii his lite, i-egardless ot* whethei' he desires to eontiiuie his niili- 
tai'v edueation or not. 

.V flunior UOTC pro^n-ain is established ami nuiintaiued at (he re- 
([U(»st ot the host school. iMirollinent is entirely voluntary and the stu- 
dent im-urs n(.) niililary obligation by partieipatini*: in the program. 
\\*e believe that J uiuor UOTC not only pi'ON'ides a valuable addition to 
the host, si-hool cui'rieuluui but aH'oitls the entire studem body, school 
ollieials and meiubei'S of the (.'oiunuunty an opportunity to leni*Ji of the 
Armed I^'oi'res' role in (he National J^id'ense tsysteui. 

Snl)S(M[iien( lo the [)assa^'e of the 1IK)4 law, the Navy, Alarijie Corps 
an<l Air l''orce started Junior JiOTC/ pi'og'i-ains ot their own. The re- 
sult has been a moderate eN[)ausioii based ui)Ou the popularity of the 
curriculum, in this.-ehool year, a total of LIDT units are o[)erational, 
includiuL^ (>r>i) .Vruiy. '27^) Air Force, '2'St\ Navy and 4!) Mai'ine Coi-l)S. 

'i'he National Association of 8ecoiulary School Principals con- 
ducted a. .survey oT the reaction of hi^'h school principals to the Juiuor 
IvOTC in luyi. The results ol* the survey indicated a very favorable 
attitude within the high school comnuniity for the progi-am. 

As a result of interest by the Juilitary sei'vices during J.971, the Air 
Force was asked to conduct a sample sur\'ey of high "school ollicials 
and students concerning [)articipation by girls in Junior J^OT^ •. Ke- 
sj)onses from iOn [U'iiu.'ipals. G.TOO girls and 2. 700 Air Force Juiuor 
1U)T(' ca{l(4s indicated that an overwheludng uuijoi-ity l)eliev(»d that 
gii'ls should be allowed to part icli)ate. As a direct result, girls wi're 
pei-mitted to ])articipate begimiiug last academi': year akhough, in 
fact, they could not be counted as ollicial enrollees beeaus(» of the word- 
ing of rb(» law. J>ecause this change in policy did not beoniiie eirecti\'e 
until after man\" schools recessed tor tlu^ suuuner and was an option 
of the .school administratoi', [)articipatiou by girls last y(»ar ^vas lim- 
it(»d. Xevertludess. ai)Oiit 12.r»00 girls participated in the program out 
of a total enrol hneut I-^O.OOO. 'I'his year's indications are that the 
pai'ticipation »)f girls has been much more witlely popidarized. Al- 
though oflicial enrollmont (igtu'es will not be available until lat(» in 
Xovember. there will prnbaidv be u))out oO,000 or more girls in a pro- 
gram of ITO.OCX). 

ll.lv. 81 87 will perudt girls to be oiHcially enrolled in the program in 
addition to participating. This change is wholly consistent with tiie 
policies of tho military services who have re?no\-ed ?nany of the bar- 
I'iei'sto full and equal opportunity in the Ai-med Forces. Additionally, 
it is viewed as a logical extension of the college l^eserve Oflicer Train- 
ing (\)i'ps pi'ogi'am in winch women are already accepted foi* cni-oll- 
ment. Also, there is no reason why girls cannot enroll on the same basis 
as boys, to be counted towai'd the minimum of 100 necessary to main- 
tain a unit.
